A bullet becoming lodged in 
the 


barrel of a revolver probablj' saved 
the life of Sam Buckner, when he 
engaged 'in a iight with his son-in- 
law Jesse Easley, about six o'clock 
last night in front 
of the 
court 


house in Main street. • 


'Following the fight, Easley was 


arrested by Policeman Pea and ta- 
ken to jail. He is here on a parole 
from the Jeffersonville prison, where 
he was sent 
from this court on 


charges of stealing a watch several 
years ago. 


Mr, Buckner, in relating his ex- 


* -perience, stated that Easiey came 


into the court .house aiuut fivs 
o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, 
and 


picked a quarrel with him, and was 
about ready to fight, when 
Sheriff 


Jones came through the corridors, 
and ordered Easley out oi' the court 


• house. 


Easley 
promised Sheriff 
Jones 


that he would go to his work 
at 


once, if the sheriff 
would not take 


him to jail. He is employed as 
a 


dishwasher at the City Restaurant. 
When Bnekner left the court house 
shortly after six, as he is custodian 
of .that, place,, le. was accosted in the 
street by Easley, and the quarrel 
was taken up again. Buckner told 
him to go about his business, and 
instead Easley agitated the matter 
and Buckner fired two shots at him 
with a .25-.2."i automatic, res'olver. 


The last shot lodged in the barrel 


of the gun, and the two men grap- 
pled, Buckner throwing the gun 
away into the snow. Ensley recov- 
ered it, 
and pointed 
it against 


Bnekner, but it refused 
to dis- 


charge because of the lodged bullet. 


Policeman Pea took 
Easley 
to 


jail and in all probability he will be 
handed over to the 
Jeffersonville 


authorities.

court house when Easley was told to 
leave by 
Sheriff . Jones, Buckner 


tiiought that he had done so; and 
started to leave, when he noticed 
Easley in front of a pool room, op- 
posite the court house.
